Not So Good In Fla. 


TAMPA—It looks as though 
Florida school children had bet- 


ter pay more attention to their 
penmanship. Or maybe it’s just 
that their teachers set higher 


standards. - 

Whatever the cause, Florida lag- 
ged far behind in a nationwide sur- 
vey on handwriting trends made by 
the W. A. Sheaffer: Pen Company 
among 5,000 grade and high school 
principals. Nationally, 64.4 per 
cent of those queried said they 
thought today’s children are writ- 
ing as well or better than their 
parents did. But in Florida the 


. positive vote was only 34 pèr cent. 


while 65 per cent said that the 


writing they see today is worse 
than it used to be. 
What improvernent there has 


been.attributed by the*teachers to 
improved téaching methods and 
more widespread use of good writ- 
ing equipment. è 

Reasons given for the declia2 
‘in handwriting were varied. A 
grade school head in Jacksonville 
said it is due to “the tension of 
the war years, which-exerted such 
a nervous effect upon many of the 
youngsters that they take little 
pride in . their work and ‘rusa 
through written assignments with 
no attempt to form letters prop- 
erly.” A 

Mics Lassie C. Shaw, principal of- 
the Buffalo Avenue, school ~in 
Tampa, attributted the poorer 
writing to the cro curriculums 
which leave less time . for. such 
things as penmanship.
